Claims 1-11 are pending. Claims 1-11 stand rejected. Reconsideration of Claims 1-11 is 
respectfully requested. 

The Rejection of Claims 1-11 Under Obviousness-Type Double PatentinR 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting over 
Claims 1-7 of U.S. Patent No. 6,491,788, assigned to the assignee of the present application. 
Claims 1-11 of the present application and Claims 1-7 of U.S. Patent No. 6,491,788 were filed 
initially in application No. 09/574,538, filed May 18, 2000, now U.S. Patent No. 6,331,354, also 
assigned to the assignee of the present application. A restriction requirement was communicated 
by Examiner Gray over the phone to applicants' attorney on or about June 20, 2001. The 
Examiner made a four- way restriction that included the following groups: Claims 1-18, drawn to 
a pulp, which were elected, and later issued in the '354 patent; Claims 19-33, drawn to a lyocell 
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
